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EREGACE. 


Tus book is the result of the labors of a committee 
chosen by the Directors of the American Unitarian Asso- 
ciation, in response to the request of a considerable 
number of people among the constituency which that 
Association aims to serve, and in accordance with a vote 
passed at one of its annual meetings. While there is no 
universal agreement among liberal churches as to the value 
of liturgical forms, many of them make more or less use 
of different printed forms of service; and there has been 
of late much demand for a book of worship that might 
find general acceptance. ‘The work of preparing such a 
book was intrusted to a large and representative com- 
mittee, in order that the book might be as inclusive as 
possible of the needs of different minds. 

The committee determined, at the outset, that its work 
should be limited to editing and arranging the material 
already in existence. To write a form of words which 


can be often repeated, without being found inadequate 
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or wearisome, is very difficult. But time is always win- 
nowing out expressions of religious feeling, which, like 
good hymns, will bear the test of continued use. The 
committee has aimed to gather up the best of these 
utterances from all available sources. Many of the 
prayers here printed are very ancient, and have a direct- 
ness and simplicity hard to equal in modern speech. 

The first five services in the book have been thus put 
together by the committee. They contain elements which 
should be present in all public worship,—not only 
thanksgivings, but confessions, and prayers for divine 
help to meet the need of the common heart in its strife 
with the manifold forms of moral weakness. ‘They will 
be found to consist of an introductory service, a reading 
from the Psalms, a Scripture lesson (each followed by a 
chant), and the prayers. For the sake of brevity, some 
of the prayers or chants may be omitted. Where it is 
preferred, an anthem by the choir may take the place of 
any of the chants. Some of these, however, should be 
regularly sung. A Book of Chants * has been prepared, 
in which music is given for all the words appointed to 
be sung throughout the following services. 

It has been no part of the purpose of the committee 
to do away with the prayer of the minister, to which our 


congregations have been accustomed. When the full

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liturgical service is employed, it should be followed by 
a hymn, and then, or after the sermon, the minister may 
offer prayer in his own word. 

In some instances a choice of prayers and chants is 
offered, to provide for differences of feeling with regard 
to the use of certain phrases. The attempt has been 
made to exclude as much as possible phrases significant 
of those dogmatic beliefs concerning which people are 
most apt to disagree, and to keep only the language of 
devotion. While it is impossible to make an absolute 
separation between the thought and sentiment of any 
religious utterance, the committee has earnestly sought 
to measure the fitness of words chiefly by their power 
to express spiritual emotion. 

It is suggested that these five services be used in 
succession, one for each Sunday of the month. This 
would give a reasonable amount of variety, and would 
also insure that degree of familiarity without which no 
such formal service can be made a spiritual exercise. No 
liturgy can be of great value till it has become a well- 
worn pathway for the affections and aspirations of the 
heart, and has been hallowed by deep experiences and 
sacred associations, 

Following the five services are four others, designed to 
serve only as an introduction to worship; and the An- 


cient Order for Common Prayer, with some changes and 
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omissions that seemed desirable. ‘The collects for the 
Christian Year mark the Sundays as they have been 
known and observed throughout Christian history. The 
committee does not suppose that many of the churches 
likely to use this book would care to recognize all these 
days. But each can make whatever choice it pleases; 
and, at least, it is well to know something of the calen- 
dar in accordance with which the larger portion of Chris- 
tendom still regulates its worship. 

The Communion Service arranged by the committee is 
designed to be of sufficient length when the service is 
held at a separate hour. When it follows the regular 
morning service, it can be shortened at the pleasure of 
the minister. It may be of interest to note here some of 
the sources from which this service is taken. The Lit- 
any is mainly from the “ Book of Worship,” arranged by 
Dr. James Freeman Clarke. The prayer following the 
Litany is from the Communion Service in a “Christian 


d 


Liturgy,” arranged by Dr. Frederic H. Hedge, “after the 
old Greek Liturgies, with especial use of that of Antioch, 
called the Litany of Saint James.”” The second and third 
thanksgivings after the communion are from the Teaching 
of the Apostles, a very ancient manuscript, assigned to 
the second century. 

In the Burial Service an effort has been made to 


change the too dominant note of gloom to one of hope 
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and trust. <A very large collection of passages from the 
Bible has been provided, arranged nearly in the Scriptu- 
ral order, so that the minister may more easily find what- 
ever he desires to read. 

The Psalms in the Psalter also are given in their 
proper order. ‘They are divided into thirty-one selec- 
tions, and may be read, if any so choose, for the day of 
the month. Each selection is divided into two portions; 
and each portion—indeed, each Psalm —will be found 
to consist of an even number of verses. The King 
James Version has been, for the most part, strictly ad- 
hered to, as that which is most familiar. In a few in- 
_ stances only, for the sake of a better understanding, the 
phraseology of other versions has been employed. 

This book is the fruit of much earnest thought and 
work, and embodies much that is helpful and beautiful 
not before brought together in any book of prayer. It is 
now submitted to the churches with the single hope and 
desire that it may help men to worship in spirit and in 


truth.

VZhe Minister should first satisfy himself that he is author- 
zzed by the laws of the State to solemnize the marriage, 
and that all the requirements of the statutes have been 
complied with by the persons to be married. 


Y When the Persons to be married are assembled with their 
Jriends, and are standing before the Minister, the woman 
at the left hand of the man, the Minister shall say to the 
congregation : 


EARLY beloved, we are gathered together here 

in the sight of God, and in the face of this 
company, to join together this man and this woman 
in matrimony; which is an estate [ordained cf God; 
which Christ adorned and beautified with his pres- 
ence in Cana of Galilee; and is commended of St. 
Paul to be honorable among all men; and therefore 
is] not by any to be enterprised, or taken in hand 
lightly or unadvisedly; but reverently, discreetly, 
soberly, and in the fear of God. Into this holy 
estate these two persons now desire to enter. If 
any man can show just cause why they may not 
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lawfully be joined together, let him now speak, or 
else hereafter forever hold his peace. 


| Then, also, speaking to the Persons who are to be married, 
he may say: 


REQUIRE and charge you both that, if either 

of you know any impediment why ye may not 
be lawfully united in matrimony, ye do now confess 
it.

My son, despise not thou the chastening of the

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eth every son whom he receiveth. Now no chasten- 
ing for the present seemeth to be joyous, but griev- 
ous ; nevertheless, afterward it yieldeth the peaceable 
fruit of righteousness unto them which are exercised 
thereby. 

Beloved, think it not strange concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you; but rejoice, inasmuch as 
ye are partakers of Christ’s sufferings, that, when his 
glory shall be revealed, ye may be glad also with ex- 
ceeding joy. 

None of us liveth to himself, and no man dieth to 
himself. For whether we live, we live unto the Lord ; 
and whether we die, we die unto the Lord: whether 
we live therefore, or die, we are the Lord’s. For 
to this end Christ both died, and rose, and revived, 
that he might be Lord both of the dead and living. 


Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be: but we know that, 
when he shall appear, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see himas heis. And every man that hath this 
hope in him purifieth himself, even as he is pure. 


Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which according to his abundant mercy hath 
begotten us again unto a lively hope by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the dead, to an inheri- 
tance incorruptible and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away,-reserved in heaven for you. 
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Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God of all 
comfort; who comforteth us in all our tribulation, 
that we may be able to comfort them which are in 
any trouble, by the comfort wherewith we ourselves 
are comforted of God. 


Jesus Christ hath abolished death, and hath brought 
life and immortality to light through the gospel. 

We know that, if our earthly house of this taber- 
nacle were dissolved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. 


The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are the children of God: and if children, 
then heirs; heirs of God, and joint heirs with Christ ; 
if so be that we suffer with him, that we may be also 
glorified together. For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be revealed in us. 

If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. Set your affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth. For ye are dead, and 
your life is hid with Christ in God. When Christ, 
who is our life, shall appear, then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory. 

We know that all things work together for good to 
them that love God. For I am persuaded that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
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powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 


I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them which.are asleep, that ye sorrow 
not, even as others which have no hope. For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 


Wherefore, seeing we also are compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us, and let us run with patience the race that is set 
before us, looking unto Jesus, the author and finisher 
of our faith; who for the joy that was set before him 
endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne of God. 

We, according to his promise, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness. Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye look 
for such things, be diligent that ye may be found 
of him in peace, without spot, and blameless. 

If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are 
of all men most miserable. But now is Christ risen 
from the dead, and become the first-fruits of them 
that slept. For since by man came death, by man 
came also the resurrection of the dead. But some 
man will say, How are the dead raised up? and with 
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what body do they come? Thou fool, that which 
thou sowest is not quickened, except it die: and that 
which thou sowest, thou sowest not that body that 
shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or 
of some other grain. But God giveth it a body as 
it hath pleased him, and to every seed his own body. 
So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown 
in corruption, it is raised in incorruption: it is 
sown in dishonor, it is raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness, it is raised in power: it is sown a natural 
body, it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. Howbeit that 
was not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural ; and afterward that which is spiritual. And 
as we have borne the image of the earthy, we shall 
also bear the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. For this corrupt- 
ible must put on incorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality. So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory? But thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, un- 
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moveable, always abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in vain 
in the Lord. 

I heard a great voice out of heaven saying, Be- 
hold, the tabernacle of God is with men, and he will 
dwell with them, and they shall be his people, and 
God himself shall be with them, and be their God. 
And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; 
and there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, 
nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for 
the former things are passed away. 

There shall be no night there; and they need no 
candle, neither light of the sun; for the Lord God giv- 
eth them light: and they shall reign for ever and ever.

This man was instructed in the way of the Lord; 
and being fervent in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord. 

Blessed is the man that endureth, for when he 
is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that love him. 
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When the ear heard me, then it blessed me; and 
when the eye saw me, it gave witness to me; be- 
cause I delivered the poor that cried, and the father- 
less, and him that had none to help him. The bless- 
ing of him that was ready to perish came upon me; 
and I caused the widow’s heart to sing for joy. I put 
on righteousness, and it clothed me; my judgment 
was as arobe andadiadem. I was eyes to the blind, 
and feet was I to the lame. I was a father to the 
poor ; and the cause which I knew not I searched out. 

Many shall commend his understanding ; and his 
name shall live from generation to generation. Na- 
tions shall show forth his wisdom, and the congre- 
gation shall declare his praise. 

Let us now praise famous men, and our fathers 
that begat us. The Lord hath wrought great glory 
by them through his great power from the beginning. 
There be of them that have left a name behind 
them; and some there be which have no memorial; 
who are perished, as though they had never been. 
But these were merciful men, whose righteousness 
hath not been forgotten. Their bodies are buried 
in peace, but their name liveth for evermore. The 
people will tell of their wisdom, and the congrega- 
tion will show forth their praise. 

They that be wise shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament; and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness, as the stars forever and ever. 
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The memorial of virtue is immortal: because it is 
known with God, and with men. When it is present 
men take example at it; and when it is gone they 
desire it; it weareth a crown, and triumpheth for- 
ever, having gotten the victory, striving for undefiled 
rewards. 

The righteous live for evermore; their reward also 
is with the Lord, and the care of them is with the 
Most High. 

The path of the just is as the shining light, that 
shineth more and more unto the perfect day. 


Blessed are the poor in spirit: for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven. Blessed are they that mourn: 
for they shall be comforted. Blessed are the meek: 
for they shall inherit the earth. Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled. Blessed are the merciful: for they 
shall obtain mercy. Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they shall see God. Blessed are the peacemakers : 
for they shall be called the children of God. Blessed 
are they which are persecuted for righteousness’ sake : 
for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

Well done, thou good and faithful servant: thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.

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Then shall the King say unto them on his right 
hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the foundation 
of the world: for I was an hungered, and ye gave me 
meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: I wasa 
stranger, and ye took me in: naked, and ye clothed 
me: I was sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me. Then shall the righteous 
answer him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hun- 
gered, and fed thee? or thirsty, and gave thee drink? 
When saw we thee a stranger, and took thee in? 
or naked, and clothed thee? Or when saw we thee 
sick, or in prison, and came unto thee? And the 
King shall answer and say unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren ye have done it 
unto me. 


Behold, thou hast instructed many. Thy hands 
have upholden him that was falling, and thou hast 
strengthened the feeble hands. 


Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh 
reap corruption; but he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall of the spirit reap life everlasting. 

I have fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith. Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at that day. 
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To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the 
tree of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of 
God. 


Wes can find a virtuous woman? for her price 

is far above rubies. The heart of her hus- 
band doth safely trust in her. She will do him good 
and not evil all the days of her life. She stretcheth 
out her hand to the poor; yea, she reacheth forth 
her hands to the needy. Strength and honor are her 
clothing; and she shall rejoice in time to come. 
She openeth her mouth with wisdom; and in her 
tongue is the law of kindness. She looketh well to 
the ways of her household, and eateth not the bread 
of idleness. Her children arise up, and call her 
blessed; her husband also, and he praiseth her.

While the child was yet alive, I fasted and wept; 
for I said, Who can tell whether God will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may live? But now he 
is dead, wherefore should I fast? Can I bring him 
back again? I shall go to him, but he shall not 
return to me. 

Suffer the little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not; for of such.is the kingdom of God. 
Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. 

Even a child is known by his doings, whether his 
work be pure, and whether it be right. 

Jesus saith, Have ye never read, Out of the mouth 
of babes and sucklings thou hast perfected praise ? 
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Take heed that ye despise not one of these little 
ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven their angels 
do always behold the face of my Father which is in 
heaven. Even so it is not the will of your Father 
which is in heaven, that one of these little ones 
should perish. 

They shall be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in 
that day when I make up my jewels; and I will 
spare them, as a man spareth his own son that serv- 
eth him. 


ONORABLE age is not that which standeth 

in length of time, nor that is measured by 

number of years. But wisdom is the gray hair unto 
men, and an unspotted life is old age. 

He pleased God, and was beloved of him. He, 
being made perfect in a short time, fulfilled_a long 
time: for his soul pleased the Lord. { “Thus the 
righteous that is dead shall condemn the ungodly 
which are living; and youth that is soon perfected, 
the many years and old age of the unrighteous. 

A good name is rather to be chosen than great 
riches, and loving favor rather than silver and gold. 

This man died, leaving his death for an example of 
a noble courage, and a memorial of virtue, not only 
unto young men, but unto all his nation, 
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H, how comely a thing is judgment for gray 

hairs, and for ancient men to know counsel! 

Oh, how comely is the wisdom of old men, and un- 

derstanding and counsel to men of honor! Much 

experience is the crown of old men, and the fear of 
God is their glory. 


OQ. death, acceptable is thy sentence unto the 
needy, and unto him whose strength faileth, that is 
now in the last age and _ is vexed with all things, and 
to him that despaireth and hath lost patience! Fear 
not the sentence of death, remember them that have 
been before thee, and that come after; for this is 
the sentence of the Lord over all flesh. 


As the clear light is upon the holy candlestick, so . 
is the beauty of the face in ripe age. 


Thine age shall be clearer than the noonday ; thou 
shalt shine forth, thou shalt be as the morning. 


The hoary head is a crown of glory, if it be found 
in the way of righteousness. 


Those that be planted in the house of the Lord 
shall flourish in the courts of our God. They shall 
still bring forth fruit in old age. 


The number of a man’s days at the most are an 
hundred years. As a drop of water unto the sea, so 
are a thousand years to the days of eternity. There- 
fore is God patient with them, and poureth forth his 
mercy upon them. 
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Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full age, like as 
a shock of corn cometh in in his season.
